She 
crossed the ocean from England 
and came to the t'mted States 
in 1912 through the aid of W il­ 
liam Paul, originator of Paul's 
scarlet climber. 


Ophelia is a light orange sal­ 
mon. flesh - colored hybrid tea 
rose the "grandmother" of the 
classic rose bud found in the 
I nned Staten 


Although the origin has been 
lost to the age. some rose ex­
